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The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture announced that an 
informal public hearing will be 
held May 10, 1967, in Miami 
Beach, to receive views and ге- 
commendations with respect to 
establishing farm proportionate 
shares (acreage allotments) for 
the 1968 sugarcane crop in the 
Mainland Cane Sugar Area 
Florida and Louisiana. 


The hearing will begin at à 


9 a. m. at the Casablanca Hot- 
el. - 
Sugar production from the 
restricted 1966 crop amounted 
to 1,214,000 tons, consisting 
of 562,000 and 652,000 tons, 
raw value, respectively, їп 
Louisiana and Florida. The 
total production exceeded that 
of the 1965 crop by 110,000 
tons although grown on ap- 
proximately the same level of 
acreage. The Jan. 1, 1967, ef- 
fective inventory (sugar оп 


* hand plus production after the 


first of the year from the 1966 
crop) was 782,000 tons, ог 
114,000 tons more than а year 
earlier. 

Production from the restrict- 
ed 1967 crop is expected to ex- 
ceed the 1967 marketing quota 
for the area by 75,000 to 100,- 
000 tons. Thus, the effective im- 
ventory on Jan. 1, 1968, is cur- 
rently expected lo be of the 
order of 850,000 tons or 
slightly higher, This would be 
equal to about three-quarters 
of that year's quota. 

To avoid a further accum- 
ulation of sugar supplies in 
excess of quota and carryover 
requirements, careful consider- 
ation must be given to the acre 
age which may be provided 
within proportionate shares for 
the 1968 crop. 

Marketing of sugarcane for 
the production of sugar from 
acreages within ` individual 
farm shares is one of the con- 
ditions producers must meet 
to qualify for Sugar Act pay- 
ments, 

Views and recommendations 
of interested persons are desir- 
ed at the hearing on all mat- 
ters relating to establishment 
of proportionate shares.

Harvest Active 


Over the State 
In Vegetables 


Harvest was quite active over 
the State the week ended Apr. 
29. 

Shipments of vegetables, ex- 
cluding melons and berries, 
increased 12 percent, accord- 
ing to G. N. Rose of the Flor- 
ida Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting Service. 

The week continued dry but 
rainfall was reported at Live 
Oak, Lake City, Jacksonville, 
and showers north and east of 
Gainesville ranged from Y to 
almost 2 inches. South of these 
points, little if any measurable 
rainfall was reported. 

Harvest is nearing comple- 
tion along the Lower East 
Coast ,is in volume supply in 
the Fi. Pierce, Everglades and 
Immokalee areas, and is in- 
creasing northward. 
front brought in cool, 
windy weather on Thursday 
with temperatures at week's 
end much below normal in all 
but the extreme south. Matur- 
ity is probably slowed. Quality 
is very good. Plants are almost 
disease-free 

‘Sweet corn shipments at 693 
carlots were a 44 percent in- 
crease over the previous week 
with volume supplies now com- 
ing from the Everglades. Cool 
nights have slowed maturity in 
the Everglades but the Zell- 
wood crop, almost completely 
planted, is making favorable 
progress. Zellwood corn has 
not been set back by any se- 
vere weather and moisture is 
ample by irrigation; light, ear- 
ly harvest is expected the third 
week of May. 

Snap bean shipments in- 
creased more than was expect- 
ed. Plantings were well spaced 
but maturity was earlier on 
some varieties than others, 
making harvest heavy. Decrea: 
ing supplies are expected as the 
few left for harvest in the 
Everglades for fresh and pro- 
cessing, for fresh market at 
Plant City (both pole and 
bush) and is increasing in 
North Florida. A few pole 
beans may even be picked in 
Gadsden County this week. 

Leaf crops now center pri- 
marily in the Zellwood area. 
Radishes continue from all 
producing areas and carrots of 
good quality, consumer-pack- 
aged, are available аг Zell- 
wood. Squash are harvesting 
primarily in the Plant City and 
North Florida areas, and most 
varieties are available. Acorn 
squash are coming from the 
Immokalee area.

A probable shortage of ir- 
rigation water in a 300-square- 
mile area south of Lake Okee- 
chobee has been averted with 
the postponement of repair 
work to hurricane gate 3, it was 
announced today by the Cen- 
tral and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District. 

The Army Corps and Engi- 
neers has agreed to defer plans 
to shut the gates on the Miami 
Canal for repairs until after 
the vegetable growing season, 
following a request from local 
interests and the — 18-county 
FCD. The Army had planned 
to close the gate to navigation 
for “dewatering and underwa- 
ter repairs" during the period 
of May 17 to June 9.

Though the proclamations 
and speeches associated with 
the inter-American, meeting at 
Punta del Este already are fad- 
ing from memory here іп 
North America, it is hard — if 
not impossible — to forget 
some of the angry demands 
voiced by Latin meetings at 
that conference. The President 
of Ecuador, for example, was 
especially bitter towards the 
United States for not giving 
more money to the countries 
of South America. 

Ironically, much the same 
kind of bitterness is heard on 
the home front from those who 
want the federal government 
to escalate the War on Pover- 
ty. Spokesmen for radical 
groups and political action 
groups in slum areas angrily 
condemn their fellow citizens 
for not pouring more money 
into social uplift schemes. They 
suggest — almost threaten — 
that violence is just around the 
corner if the money is not pro. 
vided forthwith. 

It is time the people of this 
world, both abroad and at 
home, get over the idea that 
they are wards of the United 
States. Certainly, the produc- 
tive citizens of theNUSA don't 
have an obligation Ў sudsid 
ize those at home who make 
careers of being drones, nor 
to help other nations that won't 
help themselves. Neither a man 
nor a nation benefits from be- 
coming accustomed to receiv- 
ing money that is not earned. 
The more you give a man — 
and this also applies to а na- 
tion — the more he wants, and 
if you give it to him long en- 
ough, he finally considers it his 
by right. As a result, the don- 
or is impoverished and, what 
is worse, the donee's self-reli. 
ance is destroyed.

Indolence and dissipation of 
money are unfortunate facts 
of life in many parts of Latin 
America. The spirit of self-re- 
liance .is not strong. In part, 
this goes back to the old Span- 
ish tradition of centralized rule. 
which impaired the growth of 
free enterprise and personal 
liberty, But Latin America 
must overcome its hurtful in- 
heritance if и wants to have 
a better life. In short, the La- 
tions have to find their own 
way out of the mess they have 
created. The U. S. can't do it 
for them — certainly not by 
sending tax money into the 
continent 

The same truth has validity 
with respect to upgrading peo- 
ple who dwell in slums in the 
United States. The fact is that 
we have a substratum of peo- 
ple in this country who don't 
want to work — who want 
Uncle Sam to support them 
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with subsidized housing, sub- 
sidized health care, and num- 
erous other federal benefits. 
They intend to use their votes 
to compel handouts. 

The only answer to this pro- 
blem is a more realistic, det- 
ermined attitude on the part 
of gainfully employed blue-col- 
lar and white-collar Americans 
who pay this nation's tax bills. 
The productive citizens can't 
be robbed to provide tribute 
to the non-workers in our soc- 
iety 

Spokesmen for the" slum 
populations say that their cl 
ents can't get work. This isn't 
true, American newspapers al- 
ways are publishing want ads. 
Employers seek help. It's true 
that the advertisements are not 
all for computer programmers 
or for operators of data pro- 
cessing equipment. Many jobs 
that are open are for hard phy- 
sical labor, but these are jobs 
that have to be done in any 
society 

Many Americans who today 
have good, high-aliber jobs 
are the children or grand chil- 
dren of those who held down 
hard, uninspiring jobs. When 
an individual or a people wants 
to go up in a free society, it 
is necessary to begin at the bot- 
tom of the ladder. If a person 
is energetic, he can get ahead 
in" America. A janitor's job 
may not be fascinating, but 
with today’s wide educational 
opportunities it is possible for 
a janitor to go to afternoon or 
evening classes and learn a 
new skill so he can qualify for 
better employment. This is the 
the American way, the self-re- 
liant way, and the only effec- 
tive way for our country to sol- 
ve its problems and get ahead. 
it requires only individual ini- 
tiative, not Big Government 
spending 

The political leaders of the 
United States must put aside 
the baloney — whether Latin 
America or domestic slums are 
involved — and start preach- 
ing the importance of hard 
work & self-reliance. The rhe- 
toric of handoutitis makes no 
sense in the real world. 


Law Day Is Time For 
Rededication 


(Reprinted from the FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin) 


A NOTED AMERICAN PHILOSOPHER once ob- 
served, “Every form of government tends to per- 
ish by excess of its basic principle." “And 


history bears him out. The decay of a republic 
begins when its citizens turn liberty into license, 
responsible freedom into irresponsible indul- 
gence, respect for law into defiant disobedience, 
and indignant concern into apathetic indifference. 


This decay certainly cannot exist in an open 
society which is governed by an informed, moral, 
and energetic citizenry. It can and will exist 
in the United States if we refuse to face the total 
picture behind the facts and figures and contin- 
ually find naive excuses for deliberate acts of 
greed, lust, and avarice. 


When we remember there їз a murder every 
hour in the United States, let us also remember 
of those who do not want to 
get ; when we read there is a forcible 
rape every 21 minutes, let us also recall the hood- 
lum who is judicially tapped on the wrist and 
allowed to return to the streets; when we remem- 
ber there is a robbery every 4 minutes and a 
burglary every 25 seconds, let us also think of the 
hard-working citizens who are forced to close 
their businesses because of repeated criminal acts 
against their private property; and when we try 
to visualize the suffering caused by the more than 
3 million serious crimes last year, let us under- 
stand that volume of misery is borne by hundreds 
of thousands of human victims and their families. 


"Law enforcement is a relatively easy job in a 
totalitarian country. There, the law is what a 
few people in power say it is, and police may 


"legally" do any act which will sustain the rul- 
ing group or further their polic In a demo- 
cracy, law enforcement is a tremendously difficult 
and an increasingly complex task, operating in 
the total range of human conduct, yet subject to 
the delicate balance between individual freedom 
and community security. 

The framework of our government did not just 
“happen”; it grew from blood, sweat, and tears. 
Nor were the Constitution, the Bill of Rights, and 
the Declaration of Independence produced from 
the chance scribblings of men practicing part- 
time citizenship.. Never before in history was 
ion blessed with more talented men exercising 
such fantastic intellectual precision in formulat- 
ing basic tenets which guarantee freedom under 
law. 


Law Day, USA, is indeed a time for rededica- 
tion to the principles which make freedom under 
law possible. Мау 1, 1967, is the 10th anni- 
versary of this special day which has been set 
by the Congress and the President to remind 


all Americans of their magnificent heritage. 
The theme of Law Day, USA, › man is 
above the law, and no man is below it,” is particu- 


larly apropos for law enforcement which must 
insist that any violation of law be promptly and 
impartially investigated without apology-to an: 
one, regardless of who or what may be involved. 


Our commitment to the principle that all men 
are created equal demands no'one be below the 
law; and let those who seek to be above the law 
know that their schemes will be defeated and ex- 
posed by a vigilant law enforcement profession.

Changes 
Major In 
Hospital 


By Ben Clarke, Administrator 

Glades General Hospital 

Anyone who has spent some 
time in a hospital or has paid 
bills incurred Ьу а stay in the 
hospital does not need to be 
reminded that “hospitalization 
is costly these days.” 

The hospital administrator is 
well aware of this. He has am- 
ple evidence that the cost of 
operating a hospital is consid- 
erably higher than it was a de- 
cade ago. 

Hospitals have long been 
under pressure from the public 
to offer more service, install 
the latest equipment available 
to medical science, bring in 
highly skilled technicians and 
nurses, and make available all 
the modern comforts for high 
quality patient care. Always 
sensitive to the public’s voice, 
hospitals have attempted 10 
meet such demands despite se- 
vere budgetary limitations. 

Each innovation, each new 
service results in 
hospital personnel — technic- 
ians to operate the sophisticat- 
ed life-saving equipment, nur- 
ses to improve the quality of 
patient care, maintenance men 
and housekeepers. 

The modern hospital as we 
know it today has undergone 
major changes in service since 
World War IL. № the first 
half of the Twentieth Century 
the hospital emerged from its 
historical status as a place of 
custodial care to an institution 
of cure. Concurrent to this 
changing role of the hospital 
was the revolutionary advance- 
ment of medical science. 

But as the modern hospital 
developed, so did its need for 
highly educated and highly 
skilled personnel to bring to 
the patient the new procedures, 
techniques, and equipment of 
expanding research. Unfortu- 
nately, hospitals found them- 
selves at a marked disadvantage 
in attracting and retaining the 
“new breed” of personnel re- 
quired to staff the modern hos- 
pital. 


At the close of World War 
П industry wages were nearly 
double those paid in hospitals 
and in most areas hospitals 
were drawing from the bottom 
of the labor pool. In 1946 the 
average annual wage of the 
hospital employee lagged by 
97 per cent when compared to 
industry. By 1961 this gap had 
been narrowed to 31 per cent. 
With the current wave of hos- 
pital salary and wage increases, 
precipitated in part by the 
stand of professional nurses 
whose salaries had fallen be- 
hind, the hospital wage scale is 
beginning to approach the level 
of industry wages. And as this 
wage gap closes hospitals will 
be able to compete successfully 
for the skilled labor people in 
the community. 


However, hospitals continue 
to be critized for the rapidly 
increasing costs of hospitaliza- 
tion. It is not likely that this 
upward trend on hospital costs 
will suddenly reverse itself. 
Since nearly two-thirds of the 
hospitals Operating costs are 
paid out in wages and salaries 
COSt increases can be expected 
as long as hospitals pay more 
and more dollars for skilled 
help to provide the best in pa- 
tient care. 


The impact on wage costs 
on hospital costs is magnified 
because of the.nature of hos- 
pital service — а person-to- 
person service. This allows lit- 
Че opportunity for mecbaniza- 
Чоп and automation of hospi- 
tal work. Since World War II 
general industry has been able 
to increase productivity by a- 
bout three per cent each year. 
This increased productivity 
provided a buffer by which 
general industry could absorb 
a large portion of the wage in- 
creases granted and to that ex- 
tent not disturb their costs of 
operation. Hospitals, lacking 
the opportunity to increase 
productivity, must still match 
whatever wage increases gen- 
eral industry might give in the 
future. Therefore, the more ef- 
ficient industry becomes with 
its automated equipment the 
more adverse will be the ef- 
fects on hospital costs. 


There are those who have 
shouted “irresponsible” when 
hospitals have called attention 
to their limitations in control- 
ling the upward spiral of hos- 
pital costs. Hospitals could be 


the public of the heavy impact 
that wages have on hospital 
costs, and the inevitable conse- 
quences of this impact on the 
rates paid by the comimunity 
for hospital prepayment plans.

COLONIZACION 

España perdio casi la total- 
idad de sus colonias en Amer- 
. que se emanciparon en uso 
de su derecho y de su fuer- 
za. 

Mas tarde fueron las na- 
ciones mas poderozas y las po- 
tencias navales mas temibles 
Jas de Inglaterra, Francia y Ho- 
landa. 

Tambien vino la epoca de pi- 
ratas y corsarios que hostiga- 
ron incesantemente las costas 
del Pacifico y Atlantico.

COLONIZATION 

Spain lost almost the totality 
of its colonies in America, 
which were emancipated in 
the use of their rigħt and their 
strength. 

Later on, the most powerful 
nations and the most fearful 
naval potencies were those of 
England, France and Holand 

Also came the epoch of the 
pirates and corsairs who scourg 
ed incessantly the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts. Important ports 
were attacked and pillaged, 
various forts were constructed 
for the defense of the coasts. 
One of the most successful pir- 
ates was english Thomas Ca- 
vendish, Britain's popular hero, 
of whom poets sang his prow- 
esses. The Dutch Company of 
the Indies also performed great 
prowesses of piracy. The Tor- 
tuga Island was converted in а 
focus of pirates and buccan- 
cers. There was war between 
England and Spain in 1654. 

The french owned the Co- 
lony of Haiti, being support- 
ed by the court of Versailles in 
the XVII century. The french 
buccaneers fought, penetrat- 
ing the spanish possession. And 
later on the spanish dominicans 
invaded the french property. 
Peace came forth with the ad- 
vent of a french prince to the 
throne of Spain. The latter con- 
tinued fighting against english, 
dutch and danish. Famous span 
ish corsairs were then formed, 
among whom stood out Gallar- 
do, called king of the sea. 

There was need to finish 
with the filibusterism to avoid 
bloody wars. Furthermore, 
there were governments and 
tyrannies which caused great 
fights, rebellions and insurrec; 
tions, in search of justice and 
reducing of tributes, not aspir- 
ing to independency. 


There were also fights and 
insurrections sustained with in- 
dians and savages in the ХУП 
and XVIII centuries, fighting 
for their independence, suffo- 
cated always with iron'hand by 
the viceroys or their officials.
